Citing tire 14th amond-- 
rnent Compton claims that 
the .state of California en¬ 
forces a law .abridging the 
privilege g.uar-anteed by the 
con.stitution; the privilege to 
.seek pitblic office. 

This is not the first time 
filing fees have been chal¬ 
lenged in California. But, 

Comptoin Claims that it Is 
the first time that the chal¬ 
lenge has been taken direct¬ 
ly to the Supreme Court 
without the traditional bat¬ 
tle in state courts.

J'^lin Gardner, the author 
of five nowds since 1966, has 
jiroven himself, by his sheer 
prolific outpiut, and by his 
ability to create both tight 
allegorical novels such as 
"Gren.rlel” and the vast cati- 
c!i,s of a complex long work, 
‘■The Sunlight rvialogues,” to 
be the state of the art in 
American fiction. He has 
now written a genuinely 
amazing novel, about .some 
very ordinary people, called 
“Nickel Mountain.” 

“Nickel Mnun tain” is 
about Henry Soamc.s, a fat. 
middle-aged man with a bad 
heart who lives alone in a 
room 'behind his rural New 
York diner, emiotionally 
drunk, as he feels, on a 
'■huge, stupid Lov'e of Man” 
that moves "through his 
mind on its heels, empty 
and meaningles.s a.s fog . . .” 
A 16 year-old' girl, named 
Cailie, comes to work at hi.s 
diner for the summer; and 
Ileni'y falls in love with her. 
When her boyfriend impreg¬ 
nates her and then runs 
away to college they' get 
man'ied, live together in a 
house built near the diner 
with the baby, lake in a 
Jehovah’s Witness after his 
home burn,s down and his 
wife is killed, meet the boy¬ 
friend at Christmas three 
years after the child i.s born, 
and .settle into a life that 
is simpte and fulfilling. 

So what? So a great deal. 
Because what Gardner has 
actually written is two no¬ 
vels, not just the pastoral 
novel ho calls it.

Stiange things happen 
aiound Henry and Cailie — 
piedictions come true, 
and there appear several 
1)17 irrc mythological char¬ 
acters, like the Goat Lady 
and the Devil (whom the 
Ithovah’s Witne.ss turns out 
to be and' who Henry feels 
he ha-, killed by raging in 
fury at liim — causing the 
man to flee in panic and 
die in a fall down the stairs 
— when he di.scovers that 
it was ho who had put the 
terrifying knowledge a n d 
fear of evil into his innocent 
.son.) Be.sides this general 
wierdno.ss there is a dark 
magic flowIn,g through 
Gardner’s pro.so that inve.'jts 
the most natural of things 
with God and' ghosts, the 
proximity of death and the 
supernaiural. Yet none of 
this has anything to do with 
the occult or fanta.stic. 

What Gardner masterfully 
achieves is to make us be¬ 
lieve a simple truth. Because 
what all the w’ierdnes.s is 
there for is to tell ,us that 
the world is mostly a very 
gloomy, cruel place; but in 
the same instant ho juxta¬ 
poses against this Gothic 
de.spair an image of the 
warmth and light found in 
the shelter constructed out 
of a man and woman and 
child bouriid' together in an 
union of love and protec¬ 
tiveness, a human shield 
that enables Henry in the 
end to confront his own 
death, and others’, and also i 
the mystery of the dim 
woods of evil with a mysti¬ 
cal .understanding, a God¬ 
like spiritual peace, that 
holds good above evil, or, 
perhaps more truthfully, 
good to l?e the most nece.s- 
sary of evils. (As I said, a 
simple truth, but one too 
easily seen these days as 
being trite and unsophisti¬ 
cated — a Sony modern 
myopia.)

Changes Noted 
In Income Tax 
Laws For 1973 

(’'’rtuin widows or '.vidow- 
ers with dcpendint children 
will be able to file Califor¬ 
nia personal income tax re 
luins and comp'iile their tax 
at tlie same rat.o as mar¬ 
ried coutiles filing a inint re¬ 
turn. said Martin Huff, ey- 
ccufive offioer of the Fran¬ 
chise Tax Board. 

Under new provisions of 
Ihe law, which closely par¬ 
allel federal provisions, 
qualified widows or widow- 
ms mav file returns, report¬ 
ing only their own income, 
and computing their tax at 
iho joint refurn rates pro¬ 
viding they meet the follow¬ 
ing criteria, he said The 
taxpayer: 

Had a snoiisc who .died 
cHiring 1972. 

Did not reniairy- during 
1973. 

Has a child or stepchild 
he can claim as .i depen¬ 
dent. 

Maintained a home tliat 
was the main home foi ihe 
child during 1973. 

Formerly, a widow or wid¬ 
ower coiuld only file a joint 
relurn for the tax year dur¬ 
ing w’nich the .spou.se died. 
Under the new provision.^, a 
qualified widow or widower 
may file as described for two 
years after the realh of the 
spouse. 

Huff urged all individuals 
filing California ret'urns to 
prepare and mail th-'m as 
early as possible. “We know 
that the majority of indivi¬ 
duals filing returns will 
have refunids coming,” Huff 
.said, "and the .sor.ner the 
returns reach us, the stwner 
we will be able to process 
them and get the refund 
checks on the way.” 

Returns should be mailed 
to the Franchise Tax Board, 
P.O. Box 13-540, Sacramen¬ 
to, Calif. 95813.

HOUSEHOLD EXPENSES 
DEDUaiBLE SAYS IRS 


Taxapyers with adjusted 
gro.ss incomes of $18,000 ro 
le.ss may be able to deduct 
.up to $400 per month for 
hou.sehold and depend e n t 
care expenses, Mr. William 
H. Connott, acting district 
director for So'Ufhern Cali¬ 
fornia Internal Revenue 
Service said recently. 

You must reduce the de 
duction 50 cents for each 
dollar of income over $18,000. 
For example, a taxpayer 
with an adjusted gross in¬ 
come at $20,000 would be 
limited to $.3,800 (thp maxi¬ 
mum .annual dedimtion of 
$4,800 less one - half of 
,$2,000),” Mr. Connett ,said. 

To qualify, those filin,g 
must be employed and oro- 
vkle over one-half the cost 
of maintaining a household 
f'lr a dependent child under 
15, a disabled dependent of 
any age, or a disabled 
.spouse. 

For the first time tnxpay- 
or.s can deduct hou.sehold ex¬ 
penses incurrcid' to permit 
them to be gainfully em¬ 
ployed.

Duck Shooting, Anyone?

We are observing another chapter of the soap-opera 
cometly known as the Department of Corrections. This 
recent episode took place at the California Institute for 
Mon at Chino, affectionately known by its inmates and 
personnel as Disneyland East. 

I have called the California Institute for Men a country 
club on many occasions. The Olympic-size swimming pool, 
the tennis courts, the shuffle board complex, the private 
zoo complete from llama to leopard, the golf course, all 
have added some credence to my charge. Now, we hav'e 
the addition of a duck club, complete with blinds, for the 
txjnefit of the Superintendent and his close friends. 

The Department of Fish and Game, while investiga¬ 
ting the cause of some dead geese in the Chino area, dis¬ 
covered death was due to poison grain. While seeking 
the source of the poison. Game Warden Douglas Buchanan 
found that the Chino Institution for Men was using pesti¬ 
cides to control rodents in the Institution. While makin.g 
an on-site investigation. Warden Buchanan observed duck 
blinds on the premises, near the dairy. On December 29th, 
last year, while observing the duck blinds from afar with 
a telescope, he saw Superintendent Griggs and five other 
IKTSons firing shotguns from the blind and geese falling. 
Game Warden Buchanan proceeded to the front gate of 
the Institution and requested permission to enter, which 
was denied. About half an hour later, a huffy Superin¬ 
tendent Griggs met the game warden at the gate. 

I’he game warden asked to inspect the guns of Griggs 
and his five friends, who, incidentally are not employed 
by the state in any capacity, and asked to see their licenses. 
All the guns proved to be legal, but only one of the six 
men was licensed to hunt goose. At that point. Warden 
Buchanan issuc-d citations to Superintendent Griggs and 
four of his fiv'e friends. The case is before the Chino 
■Municipal Court, whore they are charged with violation 
of Section 3000 of the Fish and Game Code. 

1 wouldn't be surprised if the Department of Correc¬ 
tions .justifies this by arguing that the construction of 
duck blinds was intended as a work experience project 
for the inmates, preparing them for their successful re¬ 
turn to society. Wo must admit, however, that whenever 
.Surx>rintendent Grigggs admonishes an inmate to obey 
the law, his "fowl experience” will bo there to haunt him.

He indicated that wages are now way out of line and 
that in turn eacti city is being pressured to use tire .Sher¬ 
iff’s high wages as a criteria for their own personnel when 
it comes time to negotiate wages. 

We fix'! Supervisor Ward has really grabbed the bull 
by the horns, l)ut we’re afraid he stopped a little short 
when he forgit to mention that the same situation is going 
on in the county fire department. The wages for firemen 
continue to increase at an unprecedented rate and there 
is no let up in site. Just the opposite is true, as their union 
continues to build its strength and get a stranglehold on 
the county. 

Just rc*cently the grand jui'y again recommended the 
consolidation of all fire departments into one large county- 
wide unit. This of course is playing right into the hands 
of the county firefighter’s union — there is nothing they 
would like better. This power-grab would be the worst 
thing that could jXDSsibly happen and would be followed 
Ijy wage and benefit demands that would rival the biggest 
holdup in history. The additional cost to the taxpayers 
would far out-shadow the so-called duplication of costs 
that the grand jury mentions.
